The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In 
claim 1, lines 5-6 the rinsing button is said to be "installed on the surface of the toilet 
seat body where it touches the skin", however, page 8, lines 4-5, defines the button "on 
the control base 16" and line 4 of page 9 refers to "when the rinsing button (162) is 
gently pushed". No support is found for the former claimed substance. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 8 "the water inlet" lacks antecedent basis as does, "the water 
outlet" and "the pumping motor". 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cabrera 
in view of Kim. 

Cabrera teach in Figure 6 a portable potty with a nozzle fed by container 60. The 
body of the device 12 appears to be one-piece and has at its bottom a gathering basin. 
Lacking in Cabrera is the motor driven bidet. Kim teaches a urinal with a bidet nozzle 
which is driven by a motor 60 controlled by a button 19. To provide for an automated 
bidet in Cabrera as taught by Kim would have been obvious to the ordinary artisan as to 
replace a manual operator with a mechanized operator would have been obvious to the 
ordinary artisan. This rejection does not treat the 1 12 first subject matter as this claim is 
treated as best understood from the description.
